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Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in France on July 1 , 1999. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the 99/08480 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 20 

lines 2-4, the preamble recites "A process for the electrolytic synthesis of an 
organozinc compound". However, the body of the claim does not recite an organozinc 
compound. Thus, the body of the claim is inconsistent with its preamble. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 56-5541. 
The JP reference teaches a composition comprising: 

(a) a cobalt salt (= [Co(NH 3 ) 6 ] (CF 2 COO) 3 ); 

(b) a zinc salt (= zinc oxide); 

(c) a solvent; and 

(d) a cobalt ligand (= [Co(NH 3 ) 6 ] (CF 2 COO) 3 ) [abstract]. 

As to the limitation of "for electrolytic use", the use fails to distinguish the 
composition from the prior art. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claims 20 and 21 define over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a process for the electrolytic synthesis of an organozinc 
compound, comprising the step of subjecting to an electrolysis on an inert cathode a 
composition comprising a cobalt salt, a zinc salt, a solvent, a cobalt ligand, and an 
organic halide. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
JP 56-5541 does not teach subjecting the composition to an electrolysis on an inert 
cathode. Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt 
the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established. 

Claims 20 and 21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
